HORN OF AFRICA: TOWARD ETHIOPLAN HEGEMONY 
Paris DEFENSE NATIONALE in French May 80 pp 175-178

[Text] The aftershock of the events in Afghanistan and their international 
implications have been particularly felt on the eastern Horn of Africa. 
Diplomacy has been revived, not that it was ever stagnant, but it has been 
a long time since we have seen such notable efforts of consolidation as 
those which marked the month of March. Those initiatives are aimed at 
isolating Somalia and, incidentally, are prejudicial to Eritrean secession, 
so that they appear to the Ethiopian authorities as appreciable successes. 
In this case, local rivalries were very skillfully manipulated to its 
advantage by the Addis Ababa regime which was able to turn to account the 
fears arising from the prospect of a new U.S. military installation in the 
area. Certainly it was enough to put forward the doctrine of nonalinement 
to erase the ideological differences between such diverse countries as 
Ethiopia, the Sudan, Kenya, Djibouti and South Yemen, Is this operation the 
result of an adroit move by the Kremlin? In the absence of proof it is 
permissible simply to note to what degree it acvances Soviet interests, or 
at the very least Soviet promises in favor of revolutionary Ethiopia, what- 
ever may have been the support formerly granted to Somalia and to the 
Eritrean autone ists. 


Thus we saw in m'c-March the rapprochement of Ethiopia and the Sudan. The 
turnabout was primed by the visit to Addis Ababa of the Sudanese minister of 
defense, Abdel Majid Khalil, who is also iirst vice president of his country. 
It was decided at that time to find a rapid solution to all the differences 
existing between the two countries and to resume bilateral accords. A joint 
communique covering .hese decisions made reference to the principles of the 
United Nations and of the OAU on the sovereignty of nations and the non- 
intervention in other nations’ internal affairs. This was a reaffirmation 
which was solidified a week later with the visit to Asmara, the Eritrean 
capital, of a Sudanese delegation headed by a leader from the province of 
Kassala, the city which was formerly the logistical base of the Eritrean 
rebellion. The choice, one suspects, was not at all accidental. Moreover, 
after three days of negotiations the two parties found themselves in agreement 














to “control together tllegal activites" along their common border, This was 
not the tiret time that Khartoum and Addis Ababa had effected such a 
rapprochement, In 1972 Emperor Haile of Selassie had obtained from the Sudan 
cessation of all aid to the Eritrean separatists, promisine in return no 
longer to encourage the always-latent insurrection of the blacks of the 
south Sudan, Then the 1974 Ethiopian revolution came along to reshuffle 

the cards and worry Khartoum, After a period of clarification, relations 
between the two countries became strained again in April 1977 when the 
military committee of Addis Ababa decided to close many foreign consulates 
in Asmara, put an end to the activities of the American services in Ethiopia 
and denounced the external enemies; Egypt and the Sudan. One month pre- 
viously the Ethiopian capital had received a visit from Fidel Castro who was 
seeking to encourage a federation among Ethiopia, Somalia and the Republic 
of Yemen, with a view of circumventing the independence of Djibouti, a plan 
obviously supported by the USSR but which obtained the endorsement only by 
Colonel Mengistu, leader of the Ethiopian Derg. During his trip to France 
(in May 1977), President Nemeiry did not hide his anxiety over Ethiopia's 
“subjection” with regard to the Soviet Union. This was also the time when 
the Sudanese leader became reconciled with China and expelled the Soviet 
experts from his country. Somalia was to do the same a few morths later. 

At the same time the Eritrean secessionists appeared near to victory, just 
as in 1975 when they surrounded Asmara, but this time they turned the con- 
flict of Ogaden to account. One could believe Ethiopia to be isolated, in 
fact this would be the lot of Somalia, which had to sustain alone and without 
assistance the war in Ogaden, the Arab League itself remaining aloof, con- 
sidering the support brought by Libya to the Addis Ababa regime. 


It is therefore a 3-year disagreement to which the authorities of Khartoum 
and Addis Ababa have just put an end. This rapprochement could well give a 
‘atal blow to the Eritrean resistance, which no longer has at its disposal 
the Nafka base, in the north of the province, supplied by the Sudanese route. 
This turnabout in Sudanese diplomacy can be explained by the incidents 
created in the course of the last few months by Eritrean refugees. It must 
be noted, however, that President Nemeiry, on the heels of this development, 
improved his relations with Uganda, just as he has just reopened his embassy 
in Iraq. Simultaneously the Sudan declared against the installation of 
forcign military bases in Somalia, South Yemen or Oman, So we are seeing a 
hardening of Sudanese policy in the direction desired by Addis Ababa which, 
similarly, came to an agreement with Kenya to ostracize Somalia: the two 
countries are warning the United States that they will consider any delivery 
of arms to General Siad Barre "who has not renounced his expansionist 
ambitions" as a hostile act towards them. In fact the Somalian leaders are 
for the moment anxious to confront the grave situation created by the flood 
of refugees from Ogaden. The United Nations estimates that there are some 
1.5 million distributed among camps or scattered over Somalian territory. 
Moreover the High Commission for Refugees is demanding more than $40 million 
in order to come to their aid right away, for the contribution desired by 
the United Nations actually adds up to $120 million: this is the gravest 
humanitarian problem in the world at the present time, they are saying in 
Geneva at the office of the High Commission, 














To this are added the frequent raids which the Ethiopian air foree carries 
out againeat Somalian localities, This does not prevent Colonel Mengistu 

from declaring that Ethiopia does not consider "military action as the sole 
means of resolving its problems with neighboring States, nor even with the 
rebels of its northern province." The Ethiopian chief of state suggests 
resorting to peaceful solutions. From this perspective, rapprochement with 
the Sudan might permit Khartoum to mediate in the Eritrean affair. The 
secessionist forces have lost their advantage but their combativeness remains 
intense and, however sporadic they may be from now on, their guerilla actions 
are often deadly. In March two Soviet generals are even alleged to have 

died in Eritrea during ambushes, As in the past the leaders of the Eritrean 
liberation fronts assert that they are prepared to start negotiations with 
the central government on condition that they be based on a real autonomy, 
indeed on independence, pure and cimple, Does President Nemeiry really 
anticipate being able to play this role of mediator? His current interests 
are leading him to it. But that cannot suffice. Because there is the intran- 
sigeance of both sides, However cornered they may be, the Eritrean combat- 
tants do not intend to yield on their demands: in the 18 years that they 
have been engaged in combat (the longest in Africa) they have learned to hope 
against all odds. Aided in the beginning by the Soviets, the Arabs and the 
Cubans, in the course of the last few years they have seen their allies turn 
against them or else become most circumspect. On the other hand, the 
revolutionary government in Addis Ababa is pursuing the emperor's policy 

with infinitely less adroitness and with frequent attempts at genocide, I 
think that only General Aman Andom, the first president of the Ethiopian 

Derg, who fell in 1974, would have been able to find an honorable solution 

to this conflict. His disappearance sounded the death knell of any real 
attempt at rapprochement. 


Since then Moscow, having abandoned the Somalian balcony on the strait of Bab 
el Mandeb for the promontory that Ethiopia constitutes, is urging ghe latter 
to preserve its territorial integrity. And certainly the means have been 

put at the disposition of the Addis Ababa administration: 17,000 Cubans, 

2000 Soviet experts, 3000 East German NCO's, not counting as many South 
Yemenites, assert Eritrean spokesmen. The ties joining Ethiopia to the 
Communist bloc are particularly exemplary. We find in them the trace of old 
dealings between the Orthodox Churches of Russia and Ethiopia and today there 
is as a dividend the Marxist-Leninist doctrine to which Christian sensitivity 
is more receptive than any other. Moreover, at the same time that Ethiopia 
was agreeing to a normalizaticn of relations with the Sudan, a delegation 
from the Derg was arriving in Noscow with a view to perfecting the cooperation 
between the two countries. 


There remains the problem posed by the Cuban presence. It is unquestionable 
that Fidel Castro's contingents participated effectively in the fighting in 
Ogaden. Besides that, in seven weeks they enabled Ethiopian troops to regain 
a foothold in that province, which has never been completely integrated into 
the cent -*l government but which has no tradition of independence, unlike 
Eritrea. Did the Cuban soldiers intervene en masse alongside the Ethiopian 
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forces in their fight against the Eritrean separatists? That is less sure, 
Certainly Havana has always supported the Ethiopian revolutionary regime in 
defense of its territorial integrity, but Fidel Castro has consistently shown 
himself favorable to a negotiated solution in Eritrea and his minister of 
foreign affairs, Isidoro Malmierca, has scarcely stopped making it known to 
the Addis Ababa authorities, Nevertheless, it could be that, given the 
inflexibility of the Eritrean secessionists, Cuba has launched its forces into 
the battle. Some cite an increase in the number of Cuban soldiers stationed 
in Ethiopia, Without going as far as the number 30,000 which seems clearly 
exaggerated, it is possible that following the improvement in relations between 
Zaire and Angola, the leaders in Havana may have redeployed some Cuban forces 
to the advantage of the Ethiopian regime. These troops who are safeguarding 
the “Ethiopian revolution" certainly constitute a factor pressuring the 
central government of Addis Ababa so that it will consent to negotiation 

with the Eritreans, in conformity with Fidel Castro's wish, Negotiation to 
the degree, naturally, that the Cuban authorities alone will determine, But 
is it like that? Doesn't the Kremlin have any say in this? And even if 

they did come to a negotiated solution, would it nappen automatically upon 
the withdrawal of the Cuban forces from Ethiopia? After having been a sort 
of pretorian guard of the “revolution,” wouldn't they become in the area 
those flaming foxes ready to be turned loose in the Philistines’ fields, as 
it is told in the Scriptures? [See Judges 15:4-5, wherein Samson sets fire 
to the tails of 300 foxes and burns the enemies' fields. | 


Still, by virtue of the politico-strategic backwash resulting from the 
Afghan affair, Ethiopia has just reformed the pack around itself--the Sudan, 
Kenya, not to mention the reinforcement of its ties with the Soviet Union, 
In unison, all the leaders spoke of nonalinement and non-interference, but 
under this ideological blanket is hidden a less clear-cut undertaking, which 
is to insure peace in the immediate future, the better to guarantee for the 
appointed term Ethiopian predominance in the area. This plan can but 
satisfy the Kremlin, inasmuch as Ethiopia is establishing itself as the most 
indebted to Russian diplomacy in the area.

[Text] THE leaders of the countries of Central Africa are moving 


swiftly along their determined course of co-operation, Zaire is 
now being brought more firmly into the fold with the meetings 
between President Mobutu and the Zambian and Mozambican 
leaders. strengthened by the news that Kinshasa will be the venue 
next week for summit talks on transport and communications. 


The determination of black states to reduce their ties with 
South Africa is one of the spurs, but the reopening of the 
Mozambique border has obviously given impetus to a drive to 
increase trade as quickly as possible. 


Much of the load will fall on Mozambique and Beira is 
going to become increasingly important, with Zaire making a 
bid to channel copper through it. 


The need for the summit is highlighted by Tanzanian 
worries that revived interest, not only in Beira, but Maputo 
when the line is reopened, will affect the rail link it has with 
Zambia.

Mr Subulwa, who did not want to disclose the number of applicants, said 
the situation had changed because investors had gained confidence in the 
country. 


Zambia's Industrial Development Act, which was still undergoing some changes 
for more incentives, would attract more investors, Mr Subulwa said. 


"We have had a lot of response especially from those wishing to set up small- 
scale industries in rural areas,” the minister said. 


He explained that this response was evidenced by numerous trade delegations 
coming to the country wishing to set up industries. 


Mr Subulwa hoped that there would be enough industrialization in rural areas 
once these companies were set up. 


Potential investors were scared away by liberation wars which the country 
experienced until recently when Zimbabwe gained her independence. 


"The response now is simply fantastic,” Mr Subulwa said. 


The changes in the Act were expected to include regulations to provide clear 
guidelines for investors and give further details of the incentives available. 


The Act has been the subject of a continuous reappraisal since it came into 
effect about three years ago. 


Meanwhile, a five-man trade delegation from /ndia will be in Zambia next 
Sunday for talks with Government officials on the setting up of small- 
scale industries in rural areas, a spokesman for the Indian high commission 
said yesterday.

[Text] In recent weeks, we have talked very little about Chad, where fighting 
has resumed since this past March in violation of the accords signed on 21 
August 1979 in Lagos (Nigeria). 


Because of lack of space we are going to recall briefly the political situation 
in that country, now sunk into an endless war. 


All press agencies agree that Ndjamena has experienced considerable destruction. 
All that was lootable would have been looted. French troops had left the 
country, as well as the European population, giving up the capital to com- 
batants from different Chadian armies; more precisely, Hissein Habre's 

Northern Armed Forces (NAF), Goukouni Queddei's Popular Armed Forces (PAF), 
Kamougue's Chadian Armed Forces (CAF) and other forces which particularly 

back Goukouni Queddei. 


Fighting has been going on for more than 2 months. But no progression has 
been noted and the belligerents' positions remained the same. The African 
part of Ndjamena is under NAF occupation; PAF controls the administrative 
and European sector and CAF is in the south of the city. 


In Ndjamena divided into two parts, media facilities are divided between PAF 
and NAF by the force of circumstances, taking into account their locations 
in the city. Thus, a radio station in NAF-controlled area gives the NAF 
version of events while CHADIAN PRESS AGENCY, located in PAF zone, dissemi- 
nates the latter's view. 


Hence, this amounts to a tie despite some diplomatic gains on the part of 
PAF with the backing of the Arab Front of Firmness (Front arabe de fermete) 
and Colonel Kamougue's participation in the French-African Nice meeting. 
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Neither France nor Libya, neither Egypt nor OAU, and nor many other countries 
and organizations have been able to call a halt to the fighting. However, 
one may wonder whether some of them, particularly France, Libya and Egypt, 
want an end to the hostilities, since the present struggle in Chad is being 
waged against a backdrop--among othere--of France-Libya and Libya-Egypt 
oppositions, Is it not desirable to drag their heels as long as possible 

in the hope that a side will finally collapse’? Wrong calculation, because 
the solution to the Chadian conflict is not military. It is political 
inetead. And it behooves Chadians alone to contrive such a solution, 


On the Side of Kousseri 


At the present time, one cannot talk about Chad without seeing what takes 
place in Kousseri, a Cameroonian city which has welcomed thousands of refugees. 


Kousseri shelters an “immense quantity of invalids for life." A Red Cross 
official said, "When the confrontation ceases, a population including a high 
population of amputees will resettle in Ndjamena." 


But on what do these sick, these women, these children and all other healthy 
people live? They depend mainly upon the generosity of international 
organizations. 


Are food supplies being distributed properly? It is difficult to answer in 
the affirmative, considering that sucha process has never been a success 
anywhere. Nevertheless, Cameroon can avoid the errors committed in the 
Middle East, and closer to us, in Sahel. 


Since this assistance comes from institutions desirous to alleviate the 
misery of the people it must not be used to cause more misery or to enrich 
a handful of persons. 


The Chadian conflict will not be the last one in Africa. Other peoples 
will leave their countries in quest for relief and assistance. 


The national committees called on to administer this aid must gain the trust 
of ail by inviting, for instance, participants from donating organizations.

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ORGANIZATION, OPERATION OF CENTRAL CONTROL COMMISSION OUTLINED 

Brazzaville ETUMBA in French 26 May 80 p 5 

[Excerpt] Title I: General Provisions 

Article 1. This Act defines the method of organization and functioning of 
the Central Control and Verification Commission of the Congolese Labor Party 
{PCT}, as set forth in Articles 26, 27, 28 and 39 of the PCT Constitution 
and Article 26 of the Internal Regulations of the PCT Central Committee. 
Article 2. In accordance with Articles 27 and 28 of the PCT Constitution, 
control and verification of Party organizations are the responsibility of the 
Central Control and Verification Commission and of local control commissions. 
Article 3. At all levels of the Party and state hierarchy, the control and 
verification organizations of the Congolese Labor Party are responsible for 
assuring: 

--strict respect for the Party Constitution, 

~-execution of the Party program, 

--proper management of Party finances, 


--control of the mass organizations, 


--application of Party directives, instructions and political measures at the 
state level, 


--conformity of acts by state organs with the Party line. 
Title II: Authority and Jurisdiction 
Article 4, The Party Central Control and Verification Commission of the 


Central Committee is made up of five members and is chaired by a president 
who has the rank of member of the Politburo. 
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The tindings of the Party Central Control and Verification Commission are 
submitted to the Politburo which is solely authorized to preacribe the 
penalties established by the PCT Conatitution and the Central Committee 
Internal Regulations, 


Article 5, The Party Central Control and Verification Commission is by 
virtue thereof authorized to: 


~-deal with and rule on conflicts of jurisdiction between departments and 
commissions of the Central Committee established by the Politburo; 


~-evaluate errors of Party cadres and leaders, in conformity with the Party 
Constitution, the Party line, ite doctrine and the standards and principles 
of ite organization; 


--control and verify the normal and regular functioning of the Party through 
application of the directives, resolutions and recommendations of the 
Congresses; 


--assure the proper functioning of the mass organizations and other 
associations directed by the Party; 


~-assure the management of Party and state credits and funds, both in money 
and in materials; 


--interpret the line and doctrine of the Congolese Labor Party wherever 
needed. 


Article 6. Party local Control and Verification Commissions are established 
in the regional committees or autonomous communes. They are composed of five 
members, including a president. 


Each Party local Control and Verification Commission has the responsibility 
of assuring respect for the Party Constitution, proper management of the 
locality, execution of Party directives and instructions and, in a general 
way, the regular functioning of Party rank and file organizations in the 
locality. 


The findings of Party local Control and Verification Commissions are submitted 
to the Party Committee office of the region (or autonomous commune), which is 
authorized to impose the penalties provided by the PCT Constitution and 
Internal Regulations of the /arty local Committee. 


The local commissions are placed under the dual supervision of the Party 
Central Control and Verification Commission and the Regional and Communal 
Committees. They must render regular accounts to the Party Central Control 
and Verification .ommission.

Article 7, Party Control and Verification Commissions are to this end 
responsible within the limite of the territory, region or Autonomous Commune 
for: 


--dealing with or ruling on jurisdictional conflicts between Divisions and 
Commissions of the Party local Committee; 


~-evaluating the errors of Party members and issuing notices to the appro- 
priate organizations (Party Committee Office, Party Central Control and 
Verification Commission, Politburo), all in conformity with the Party Conseti- 
tution and standards of the organization; 


--controlling and verifying the normal and regular functioning of the cells 
and nucleuses of enterprises, administrations and cooperatives; 


--assuring the proper functioning of Committees of mass organizations; 


--controlling the management of Party and state funds and credits in money 
and materials. 


Article 8. The missions of Party Control and Verification organizations 
should not be an obstacle to the surveillance, normal control and regular 
inspection exercised by state services which are so authorized in conformity 
with texts in force. 


Article 9. Within the framework of the missions entrusted to them, Party 
Control and Verification Commissions have the authority to have communicated 
to them all writings or documents useful for the accomplishment of such 
missions, including the most confidential writings and documents. 


Members .{ the aforementioned Party Control and Verification Commissions can 
attend any meeting, any assembly or any council deliberating on a problem 
which is of unquestioned importance to the Party, state and the Revolution 
in general. 


Control and Verification Commissions at all levels can hear any witness or 
any person in a position to offer them clarification in their search for 
the truth. 

Title III: Organization and Functioning 


Article 10. The Party Central Control and Verification Commission is 
structured into divisions, which in turn are subdivided into sections. 


l. The office of the President is responsible for orientation, coordination 
and control of the actions of divisions; 
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2. The office of the Vice President is responsible for substituting for 

the office of the Presidency of the Commission. It is also responsible for 
the Party Control Division. In this capacity, it is responsible for assuring 
respect for the Party Constitution, application of its program and strict 
observance of the standards and principles of the organization; 


3, The Secretariat General is the division responsible for the management 
of personnel, materials and finances of the Central Commission, as well as 
general administration, In this capacity, it coordinates the administrative 
actions of all Party local Control and Verification Commissions; 


4, The Mass Organizations Control Division is r sponsible for control of 
the mass organizations and other specialized organizations directed by the 
Party; 


5. The Technical and Financial Control Division is responsible for economic, 
technical and financial contro] and legal disputes. 


Article 11, The organization and functioning of Party local Control and 
Verification Commissions will be specified by an act of the President of the 
Congolese Labor Party Central Committee. 


Article 12. Party Control and Verification Commissions at all levels, for 
the purposes of accomplishing their missions, are implementers [ampliataires] 
of Party acts and decisions, as well as laws, ordinances, decrees, orders, 
circulars, instructions and directives published or promulgated throughout 
the national territory. 


The Party Central Control and Verification Commission is the mandatory 
recipient of minutes of Politburo meetings, Central Committee sessions, 
reports of Party local Control and Verification Commissions, as well as 
orders of the Revolutionary Court of Justice and of the Common Law Trinuals 
for which it has initiated dossiers. 


Article 13. The missions of the Party Control and Verification organizations 
result in the preparation of reports of investigations, control and verifi- 
cation which are accompanied by preposals for penalties, suggestions and 
recommendations addressed to the appropriate Party and state organizations. 


The Party Central Control and Verification Commission, after notification 

by the Politburo, is authorized to question and have annulled verdicts, 
decisions and disciplinary penalties imposed by the regular organizations of 
the Party and state when these are of such nature as to compromise the higher 
interests of the Party and Revolution. 


Article 15. Party Control and Verification organizations cannot on their own 
proceed with penal proceedings or disciplinary sanctions. However, undesirable 
activities susceptible of penal or disciplinary consequences are the subject 

of proposals which the commissions submit to the appropriate organizations 
(office of the President of the Republic, Prime Minister, Regional Authority) 
with a view to apprising the individual with authority to impose the measures 
or sanctions provided by the texts in force.

In emergency cases, and when there is danger in delay, the Commissions are 
authorized to take protective measures to be executed obligatorily by the 
appropriate authority. In this case, a detailed report justifying the 
protective measures is addressed to the Politburo (or a Party local Committee 
for the Party local Control and Verification Commissions) as soon as possible, 


Title IV: Assumption of Function [saisine] 


Article 16. The Party Central Control and Verification Commission takes 
action [se saisit d'office] at the request of the President of the Central 
Committee or at the request of the Prime Minister, chief of government or at 
the request of a chief of depactment of the Politburo or a chief of a 
ministerial department, Party organizations, mass organizations or director- 
ships of enterprises. To this end, it can in case of need call upon tne 
administrative and technical services of security, the Inspectorate General 
of State or any other expert of its choice to proceed with such verification 
as may seem useful to it in the accomplishment of its mission, 


Article 17, The Party local Control and Verification Commission takes action 
at the request of the Party Central Control and Verification Commission or 

at the request of the Party local Committee or at the request of the adminis- 
trative authorities of local collectivities, Party rank and file organizations, 
Mass Organizations Committees, chiefs of services and heads of enterprises. 


To this end, it can in case of need call upon the administrative services, 
security services or any other expert of its choice to proceed with such 
verification as may seem useful to it in the accomplishment of its mission. 


Article 18, Previous regulations on Party control and organization which 
are contrary to the present Act are purely and simply abrogated. 


Article 19, The present Act which will become effective on the date of its 
signature will be registered, published and communicated wherever there is 
a need to do so,

[Excerpts] [Question] Mr President, since your return from abroad, you have 

held a meeting of the cabinet council to study the situation created by the 

teachers’ strike and student agitation in Libreville. What is your analysis 
of this situation? 


[Answer] As I have repeatedly stated, there is no development possible, there- 
fore, no progress possible without social peace and discipline. 


No country in the world today provides us with an example of conciliating 
anarchy, disorder and economic development. All those who have allowed 
themselves to be tempted by the devils of disorder and change for the sake 
of change are now paying the price for their lack of maturity. They always 
end up leaving their country plunged into economic stagnation which hits the 
people even harder. 


I mean to say that no situation should be neglected if it can lead to disorder 
and anarchy and above all if it can be exploited by those who are dreaming 
of compromising the continuing progress of our country. 


However, if we find that certain socio-professional strata, rightly or 
wrongly, feel injured or focgotten, they should use the mechanisms of nego- 
tiation provided for such purposes; they should use tolerance in their words 
during dialog which remains open to all. 


[Question] But in all fairness, Mr President, the teachers, for example, 
went on strike, according to some, because certain promises were not kept. 


[Answer] I do not care for demagogy, and I will never play the role of 
demagogue with the Gabonese people. During days of meetings, I made note of 
all the complaints; and I told all parties that an in-depth examination 
would be made of all these situations. 
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Firet of all, | asked for a substantial increase in basic salaries, from 
which all state officials will benefit, 


You will be able to see this in your next budget bulletins, But I also 
decided to wipe out anarchic allowances which give to Limited categories, 
indeed to isolated individuals, exorbitant advantages. These multiple 
allowances will be replaced with a simpler compensation system, which le lers 
costly and above all fairer, strictly limited and codified. The new 
criterion adopted is: “equal pay for equal work," 


[Question] What about the private sector, Mr President? 


[Answer] In the private sector, so far as I know, salaries have not been 
frozen, as in the public sector, for 2 or 3 years. They have been increased 
here and there; and, if in certain professions, such as the banking sector 

at present, the need for an increase is felt, there are mechanisms and cadres 
for dialog to talk about such matters. 


Thus salary increases which are to be granted in the private sector should 
also be in line with our principles of promotion and social justice. In 
this regard, social justice advises that these increases should tend to be 
reduced and not to widen even more the disparity between salaries, There- 
fore, to the degree possible, social justice implies the application of 
increases on a regressive basis; that is to say, greater increases should be 
granted to the lowest salaries and lesser increases to the highest salaries. 


[Question] Mr President, in your first answer you spoke of the dangers of 
anarchy and disorder. Are we to understand that this teachers' strike was 
concealing something else, subversive activities, for example? 


[Answer] I cannot yet make a statement on that score; an investigation is 
underway. However, I should like to tell you that in France recently at the 
time of the incidents which took place at the University of Paris-Jussieu, 
we have been told, one person was killed, although not a student. 


In Gabon, it was the teachers who demanded an increase in their salaries and 
an improvement in their living conditions. However, it was the children 
they sent into the streets to demonstrate and loot. And we have known for 
some time--and this is what happened elsewhere--that children are used to 
attain other objectives. Efforts are made to subject children to the 
repression of the security forces; and then, if there are victims, the great 
international press takes hold of the matter. We are acquainted with this 
sinister game, and our security forces which have received firm instructions 
will not fall into this trap of provocation. 


Lying and libelous tracts which have been disseminated and sent to certain 
embassies, with a view to attacking my person and my family, can also give 
us food for thought. Wickedness allied with baseness and mediocrity cannot 
undermine the country's institutions and progress nor abuse the people who 
look upon what we are doing with their immense consent which was recently 
democratically renewed. We are doing what we do for the people. 
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But as regards the utilization and manipulation of children in this kind of 
undertaking, I solemnly warn parents againet the excesses [exactions}] which 


their children may commit in such circumstances and for which they obviously 
will be held responsible. 


I think that reason has finally prevailed and that in the future all parties, 
both in the public and private sectors, will henceforth have recourse only 


to the normal channels of negotiation to transmit their complainte and defend 
their interests.

1979 MINING PRODUCTION STATISTICS REVIEWED 
Libreville L'UNION in French 13 May 80 p 1 


[Text] The year 1979 was marked by a clear-cut resumption of production 

and sales of the different minerals produced by our country, excepting oil 
which experienced another 7 percent decrease compared to the previous year. 
However, the interesting results obtained from exploitation during the last 2 
years will permit the rapid elimination of this decline, 


Manganese exports reached a record figure of 2,304 tons of production of 
2,300,094 tons. The Ogooue Mining Company (COMILOG), which is exploiting 
Franceville's manganese, had a preponderant share of the natural dioxide's 
market, with an export figure of 98,167 tons; i.e., 60 percent of production. 
The increase in sales of this category of mineral was 7.5 percent. 


However, although tonnages of exported metallurgical minerals are on the 
upswing the price of this category of minerals has not followed the same 
curve and consequently remains very much lower than those in force before 
the crisis. 


As provided by its exploitation development program, the Franceville Uranium 
Mining Company (COMUF) in 1979 produced 1,100 tons of uranium metal extracted 
from 1,488 tons of concentrate. Work on construction of new ore treatment 
installations which will permit the attaining of a figure of 1,500 tons of 
uranium metal in 1982 have already been started. According to the ministry 
of mines, the construction work should be completed in December 1981.

TEACHERS' REPRESENTATIVES GIVE REASONS FOR WORK STOPPAGES 
Libreville L'UNION in French 15 May 80 p 4 


[Text] To become better acquainted with the position of the teachers’ corps, 
we met with their spokesmen who at the outset said that their actions on 12, 
13 and 14 May did not constitute a strike but rather a "warning work stoppage” 
so that consideration would be given to their problem and complaints. 


As a matter of fact, the malaise in the teaching sector has existed for 
several years. Teachers at the primary and professors at the secondary 
levels feel that their salary situation has remained virtually unchanged 
since 1974, With respect to the reevaluation of their functions as well as 
the measures to be taken to interest young Gabonese in the teaching career, 
they say that during this period they have had nothing more than mere 
promises which were never fulfilled. 


As the result of the objectives they presented to the chief of state during 
their public hearing on Tuesday, 19 February, the teachers had an initial 
interview on Wednesday, 5 March, with the personal representative of the 
chief of state whom President Bongo had appointed as spokesman. They gave 
him a document which summed up their position and set forth these two major 
objectives: a long-term objective consisting in the preparing of a teachers’ 
statute (recruitment, housing and structures for reception, inspection and 
advancement, training for reassignment...) and a short-term objective, namely 
the reevaluation of their salaries by means of two allowances to be 
established: a “pedagogical capacity" allowance and a "reevaluation" 
allowance. 


In spite of the expectations which they had thought to have discerned on the 
part of their various spokesmen, the teachers became impatient as time went 
by and brought up the point that similar allowances had been granted recently 
to other state services (health, magistracy, higher education). In April, 
following three meetings, the teachers’ corps prepared a letter signed by 

350 of their number and gave it to the personal representative of the chief 
of state on 28 April during a second interview demanding that their problem 
be resolved before 5 May, therefore, before the end of the examination period 
and the end of the school year. On 6 May, in the office of the president, 





then on 9 May at the palace, meetings were held by the teachers’ corps and 
public authorities represented by Messrs Bourdes Ogouliguende, minister of 
state in charge of the public function of labor and employment; Boungouere, 
minister of national education; Ombounma, from the national education 
officials sector; and experts from the ministry of finance, However, these 
meetings ended in failure, 


As they had announced in a letter to their minister dated 6 May, the primary 
and secondary teachers held a 3-day work stoppage. They were to normally 
resume work today, in the hope that their demands would be met, 


The general problem of reevaluation of the teaching function is complicated 
even more by the sad case of about 400 new teachers who, since they began 
teaching in September 1979, still have received no salary whatever after / 
months of work. A final point upon which the teachers insist: they deny

[excerpts] In the absence of international military combats, the only avenue 
open Co nations to assert their superiority over others is through sports, 


that is why countries go to to great lengths to prepare their sportsmen 
physically, morally and spiritually for big time events like the Olympic 
Games, 


The Olympic Games, for instance, have become the avenues for the show of 
power by nations that possess cream of skillful athletes, 


the national anthems played alongside the award of medals signify the power 
of recipient nations and justify the expenses involved in getting sportsmen 
in tune for the global competitions. 
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Even the hosting of the event has become prestigeous because, apart from 
drawing the attention of the world to host nations, it also gives psycho~ 
logical advantage to her sportsmen to excel before the assembly of the 
world's best sportsmen, 


It is in this light that the bold decision by the National Olympic Committee 
not to send a team to Moscow should be judged, 


Fact is that the political economic and general misdirection of the country

With virtually no facilities and equipment, sportsmen have come to rely on 
their brutal strength as against the highly sophisticated equipment and 
facilities used by nations who have the foresight of using sports as a 
vehicle for advancement. 


Duty 


Instead of deploring the NOC's decision, it is the duty of every Ghanaian 
to impress upon the Government the need to invest in sports as the tool for 
enhancing national prestige. 


With the NOC's decision not to go to Moscow, the Olympic movement in Ghana 
is silently but significantly protesting against the lukewarm attitude to 
sports promotion, 


I therefore call on the Government to make available to foreign exchange 
equivalent for what should have gone into our participation in the Games 
for the importation of sports equipment, 


Ghana's total contribution to the Olympic Games, even in our peak has not 
gone beyond drawing applause with our rich kente cloths at the march-past 
during opening ceremonies, 


Indeed, except for one or two bronze medals, our participation in the games 
has only succeeded in offering the opportunity for easy-go-lucky sports 
officials to go on shopping sprees at the expense of the taxpayer, 


True, the founders of the Olympic movement were inspired by the idea of 
promoting fraternity through sports, but even then the competitive spirit 
has never been relegated, This is why special leaves were awarded to 
winners in the early competitions, 


Judging by the events at home the National Olympic Committee could not have 
taken any better decision.

The interest of workers must be assured all the time because it is their 
production that brings the money to their various organizations and wealth 
to the Government, 


On this sc re, it is pertinent to ask whether the GIHOC workers took the 
factor of productivity into consideration in deciding on their amazing 
course of action, 


Did they know, for instance, that the Government has been having a hard time 
satisfying workers in other sectors of employment because of the huge subsi-

iveryone wants more money these days, but unless there is a serious effort 
by those concerned to ask the question where the money should come from, 
demands such ae is made by the GIHOC workers are bound to create chaos that 
would ultimately benefit no one, 


Workers of GLHOC belong to GIHOC--that is where their fortunes must Lie, 
It is unrealistic for them to know that GIHOC is not making enough money 
and yet to press for higher salaries, 


The way we see it, the whole situation calls for a new orientation for 
production in which workers would accept the inevitability of always 
matching demands with production, 


lt is necessary to get everyone to appreciate that demands on the Government 
for more pay and better service conditions can only lead to deficit budgeting, 
for if organizations are not making profit but the workers demand higher 
salaries, the Government must ask the bank to put more money in circulation, 


And if money is put in circulation without increased production of goods, 
inflation will worsen, 


it is a vicious cycle that can be broken in two ways: workers must increase 
production, or if increased production is not possible owing to unavoidable 
problems, then demands should be curtailed, 


Whilst we of the ‘Times’ always stand for the rights of the workers, we

LDA ROAD MAINTENANCE, CONSTRUCTION LOAN DETAILS

(text) The International Development Association (IDA), the World Bank 
affiliate for concessionary leading has approved a 25 million US dollar 
credit (about €68,7 million) to Ghana to help finance a third highway 
project, 


The credit will enable Ghana to reactivate the road maintenance programme 
which was initiated under a highway project which has come to a virtual 
standstill for lack of foreign exchange, 


It will also increase the capacity of the domestic trucking fleet to trans- 
port food and other essential commodities. 


A release issued by the World Bank office in Accra yesterday stated that 
the project would provide for routine maintenance over the next two years 
on all public roads totalling 25,400 kilometres and periodic maintenance 
on about 6,000 kilometres of paved, gravel and feeder roads, 


Part of the money will be used to provide spare parts, lubricants, bitumen 
and tools required by the Ghana Highway Authority and by private maintenance 
contractors whose capacity to undertake road maintenance would be increased 
by providing them funds for equipment, spare parts and other mterials 
through a line of credit to the Bank for Housing and Construction, 


According to the statement, the bank would administer the funds that would 
be placed in the special import facility. 


Under the arrangement, technical assistance will be provided to the bank to 
strengthen its management and operations, 


The 25 million dollar credit is payable over a period of 50 years, including 
ten years of grace, it is interest free but will carry a three-quarter of 
one percent service charge per annum to cover [DA's administrative expenses,

CRUDE OLL IMPORT ADVOCATED--The GHALP branch of the General Transport 
Petroleum and Chemical Workers Union has called on the Government to 
transfer the attorney of purchase of crude oil from the Petroleum Depart- 
ment of the Ministry of Lands, Natural Resources, Fuel and Power to GHAIP, 
In a statement issued in Accra on Wednesday, the union explained that GHAIP 
had all the qualfied manpower and the expertise to schedule the purchases 
of the crude oil more effectively and more judiciously to avoid unnecessary 
delays which at times resulted in shortage of petroleum products in the 
country. It is said if GHAIP was allowed to purchase its own crude oil it 
could arrange its schedules with the tankers in such a way as to avoid the 
payment of heavy demurrages which drained the country's meagre foreign 
exchange. The statement said if the Petroleum Department of the Ministry 
of Lands, Natural Resources, Fuel and Power could declare huge profits 
annually by merely procuring crude oil for GHAIP to process, then GHAIP 
would perform wonders if it was allowed to procure its own crude oil,

RETIRED ARMY COMMANDER BANNED--Brigadier Arnold Quainoo (rtd.) former Army 
Commander is with immediate effect prohibited from all units and installa- 
tions under the Ministry of Defence. He is also prohibited from using any 
vehicles belonging to the Ministry. The retired officer therefore enters 
any such units or installations at his own risk, according to a press state- 
ment issued by the Armed Forces Public Relations Directorate in Accra 
yesterday, The statement explained that "since his retirement from the 
Armed Forces, activities of the retired officer have tended to be subversive 
of authority and discipline in the Armed Forces."

[Excerpts] A motion calling on the government to initiate legislation 
to administer the already proclaimed 200-mile economic zone has been ap- 
proved by the House. 


Replying to the debate on the motion, Mr Mulwa said it was for the members 
to put pressure on the government to introduce legislation to police, ad- 
pinister and exploit the 200-mile economic zone. 

On the military use of the zone, Mr Mulwa said it had become apparent 

that there was a potential danger from the Super Powers who tend to com- 
pete for supremacy of the Indian Ocean. 


He added: "There is little hope of continuing to have the Indian Ocean 
as a zone of peace when there is a lot of military activity going on 
there." 


Declaring that Kenya did not want to be protected by American or Russian 
warships, the Majoge-Bassi MP, Mr Sephaniah Anyieni, said: "These na- 
tions are bringing danger to us. They use nuclear bombs and if war broke 
out between them, we are likely to be affected." He said Kenya should 
make sure that there were no military bases or foreign intervention within 
the 200-mile zone.

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CORRUPTION SALD PROVED IN MEAT INDUSTRY 
Windhoek WINDHOEK ADVERTISER in English 10 Jun 80 pp l, 2 


(Text] The Senate; The Commission of Inquiry into alleged irregularities 
in the SWA Meat Industry has found extensive abuse by farmers and livestock 
brokers of the permit system to market cattle, owing to inadequate control 
by the Meat Board over the issuing of permits. 


Although marketing permits are not transferable without authorisation, the 
Commission has found that permits were changing hands freely among farmers 
and brokers, the Commission said in its report tabled by the Minister of 
Justice, Mr Alwyn Schlebusch, 


The size of a farm is one of the factors taken into account when allocating 
permits, but many farmers register with the Meat Board for the full sizes 
of the land owned or leased by them, even although they are letting or sub- 
letting the farm to someone else, 


The lessee "then also registers with the Meat Board for the size of the 
land rented by him, with resultant duplication of the farms registered," 


That practice resulted in many people receiving larger allocations for 
marketing than they were entitled to at the expense of others, 


It appeared that the general practice was for livestock brokers to submit 
applications on behalf of farmers to the Meat Board, but there was no 
proper control over incoming applications and outgoing permits, 


One broker told the Commission of a number of cases where he had submitted 
applications but the permits landed in the hands of another broker, 


Many farmers signed a number of applications which were then completed by 
their brokers, 


The permits were then given to the brokers, as farmers seldom specified 
that their permits had to be mailed direct to them, 
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[t happened "on an appreciable scale" that permits were given to other 
people without the permit holder knowing about it or without the permission 
ot the Meat Board, 


Sometimes permit holders agreed to the farmers of their permits to other 
people, but they neglected to notify the Meat Board, 


"The effect of these practices is naturally that, ae far as the controlled 
markets are concerned, the granting of market access is largely in the 
discretion of the Meat board where it is supposed to be in terms of the 
prescribed rules and procedures," 


the Commission recommends that permits be sent to farmers directly or 
that they be notified in writing that permits have been issued to them, 


there should be strict control over the transfer of permits, with the 
approval of the Meat Board, to deserving applicants, 


Evidence before the Commission pointed to the formla for the granting 
of permits not being understood by farmers and being interpreted differ- 
ently by different of: cials, 


in a few instances, officials had deliberately applied the formla 
differently to benefit certain people and organisations "continuously." 


Farmers should ensure that they knew at least the basic factors of the 
formula which regulated their access to the meat markets while the Meat 
Board should keep an effective check on calculations mde in terms of the 
forma, 


The Commission had found many accounting errors, because there were no 
checks at the time of the Inquiry, 


The Meat Board had failed to achieve its aim to provide cattle farmers 
with adequate local slaughtering turns, 


it emerged from evidence that certain people, especially employees of 
brokers, had obtained excessive access to slaughterings, at the expense 
of deserving farmers, 


A broker's representative, for instance, had received ample slaughtering 
turns, but some of his cattle had been sold to him by farmers who were at 
their wits' end because they could not obtain a slaughtering turn, 


imployees of all the brokers, to a greater or a smaller number, were 
engaged in farming or speculators’ enterprises, 


The employees were in a position to control virtually all permit applica- 
tions and issued permits, 








Evidence indicated that the employees were involved on a large scale in 
the unauthorised transfer of permits to their clients, other people or 
themselves, 


The practice was irregular, especially where it involved the top manage- 
ment of livestock brokers’ firms, 


The Commission found that people who had marketed cattle on the permits o: 
others had received the marketing subsidy payable by the authorities, 


The irregularity came to light when payments were made to permit holders, 
instead of the marketers of the cattle, 


Prosecutions were pending against people who had unlawfully received 
subsidies for cattle and the Commission was satisfied that many more wrong 
payments of subsidies were made than the Meat Board was able to discover, 


The Commission would not express an opinion on the amounts that accrued to 
the various marketers, but said "if the subsidies are eventually all 
channelled to the persons who used the permits, this simply means that 
less deserving cases also receive the subsidies,"--Sapa

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BILL FOR COMBATING MORAL DEPRAVATION TO BE ANALYZED 

Select Committee

(Text] The Bill for the Combating of Moral Depravation introduced by 
Advocate Eben van Zijl of Aktur was yesterday referred to a select commit- 
tee for analysing. 


Mr Dirk Mudge, Chairman of the ruling DTA in the Assembly, pointed out 
that the Bill had very obvious shortcomings and was virtually a copy of 
the South African Lmmorality Act, 


He said the Directorate of Justice was currently studying a report by the 
Attorney General which had been requested by the AG, and that draft legis- 
lation would be drawn up in consultation with the Attorney General and the 
police, 


Instead of pushing the Bill through during this sitting, it had been 
decided to take advantage of the Attorney General's more superior experi- 
ence and knowledge, 


Dr Ben Africa of the DTA denied categorically that the DIA was trying to 
win time in referring the Bill to a chosen committee, 


He said it was difficult enough to regulate behaviour through legislation, 
and prostitution was not something that could be approached in a simplis- 
tic way, as it has to do with very deep and strong human emotions and 
urges . 


In his reply to the debate, Advecate Van Zijl expressed his disappointment 
in the DTA's approach to the situation and said that his party had, as 
early as 1977, addressed an urgent application to the previous Administra- 
tor General, Judge M,T, Steyn, for legislation in this regard. 








He said Judge Steyn, after seeking expert advice, reported that it was 
practically impossible to combat this problem through legislation due to 
its complexity. 


There was no valid reason why this Bill had to be referred to a chosen 
committee, Advocate Van Zijl said, as the committee stage of the debate 
makes ample provision for any amendments or suggestions. 


Viljoen Gives Full Approval

(Text] Full approval was expressed by the Administrator General Dr Gerrit 
Viljoen at the decision of the National Assembly to refer the proposed Bill

He said it was in his opinion 
highly unlikely that the 
mortar bombs had landed 
right in the base. The Gene- 
ral cautioned that the 
question should rather be 
put to the Divisional Com- 
missioner of Police, Briga- 
dier Dolf Gouws. This was 
essential, the General said. 
because the attack was 
aimed at police posts

General Geldenhuys 
appeared personally at the 
weekly military briefing.

Swapo losses are rising 


The General's thoughts 
took him back to April 
of 1979. He said until that 
date Swapo recruited and 
trained more insurgents 
than it was losing in action. 

Since April 1979 the pic- 
ture had changed. General- 
Geldenhuys said the facts 
were that Swapo was in 
position to recruit and 
to train. 

Since April of last year, 
he continued, these fighting 
units had also launched more 
intensive operations. These 
operations resulted in 
much adversity for Swapo's 
fighting forces. The results, 
he said, were not so much 
noticeable at this stage, but 
they would become notice 
able soon, although these 
results were reflected 
in the statistics available. 

Swapo's pattern of action 


had changed. The General 
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remarked that tuday Swapo 
insurgents were acting in the 
reactionar, sense of the word 
and less action was launched 
on own initiative, 

General Geldenhuys said 
that small groups trained 
in mustering and the hand- 
ling of explosives were still 
active, but the position was 
that despite this activity, 
the movement was losing 
more armed personnel 
than could be recruited. 

General Geldenhuys made 
the statement that ever- 
increasing numbers of 
Swapo fighters were deser- 
ting the ranks in the guest 
countries, that being Angola 
and Zambia. These deserters 
were quite often apprehen- 
ded by both Swapo and the 
authorities of those coun 
tries. 

Looking at the casualties 
of the past three months, 
General Geldenhuys said, 
that Swapo was avoiding 
contact with the Security 
Forces. Contacts that did 
take place were the initia- 
tive of the Security Forces. 
PROPAGANDA 
" Swapo's fighters were 
concentrating on intimida- 
tion, sabotage and the laying 
of mines. These actions, the 
General said, constituted the 
smallest risks for Swapo but 
resulted in the biggest 
propoganda value for the 
movement 

General Geldenhuys cited 
the number of sabotage inci- 





dents and those of intim: 
dation, but said that for 
tactical reasons he would 
prefer not to release the 
number of landmine inci- 
dents. 

He then related what 
happened last weekend 
when Swapo insurgents 
launched long distance bom- 
bardments aimed at police 
posts. 

He said that for the week 
under review a total of 15 
Swapo insurgents were shot 
and killed, 

A correspondent put it to 
the General, that what he 
had said, sounded reason- 
able and that he had con- 
veyed the impression of the 
situation being under control 
yet correspondent's expe- 
rience in the north a few 
days ago differed from this 
impression. 


ROAD DAMAGED 


‘While up there it was my 
impression that there is 
tighter control of one's 
movement and more areas 
are out of bounds for the 
correspondent and that the 
main tarred road has been 
severely damaged at pla- 
ces’, the correspondent 
said.

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SWAPO ATTACK IN KAOKOLAND RESULTS IN FIVE DEAD

[Text] Opuwo: [Kaokoland] In the small hours of Tuesday morning, a 
contingent of SWAPO insurgents attacked the settlement of Headman Ruiter 
van der Merwe, a Kaokoland resident known for his pro-government sentiments, 
The settlement of Headman Ruiter van der Merwe is armed and in the exchange 
of fire five people were shot dead, two of them special constables who were 
at the settlement, and the three women. 


In an official release, army headquarters in Windhoek said only one special 
constable was killed, but at Ehomba, the talk is that the other man killed 
was also a special constable, 


The van der Merwes, in this case all of them dark-skinned, are descendants 
of the Dorslandtrekkers, 


The event was the latest in an area on which there is increasing focus by 
insurgency units, 


A number of provisions were promulgated by the Administrator General, Dr 
Gerrit Viljoen, The entire area has, as a result of this promulgation, 
been declared a red region, Here you cannot travel without the consent of 
the officer commanding of the South African Defence Force. You may not 
use any road or portion of the road within the security district of Kao- 
koland without the permission of the officer commanding. The new regula- 
tions also stipulate specific times for driving on those roads and, when 
driving does take place, the traveler must be escorted by units of the 
Security Forces. 


In order to impede the supply of goods to insurgents, the Administrator 
General directed that during certain hours no trade must take place in 
Kaokoland, Without the permission of the office commanding in consulta- 
tion with the headmen of Kaokoland, ne merchandise of whatever nature may 
be sold during the period from one-half hour after sunset on any day until 
one-half hour before sunrise on the next day. The provision applies to 
the entire security district of Kaokoland, You may not even enter a 
building in which any business in merchandise is cariied on during these 
hours, 
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Insurgency units in this area are a puzzling issue, The area offers no 
tactical or strategic targets other than perhaps the high tension Ruacana 
power lines which have frequently been blown up in recent weeks, 


In military circles it is said that the infiltration of Kaokoland is aimed

(text) Windhoek: In what may be a delayed response to the Soweto rebel- 
lion against Afrikaans as a language of instruction in schools, the Owambo 
Government in Northern Namibia has decided to switch to English as the 
medium of instruction 


The men responsible for the decision are not young urbanised militants but 
conservatives serving in an ethnic Government conceived under the now 
Jefunct Odendahi plan in the tradition of orthodox separate development, 


The decision is surprising because Afrikaans has deep roots in Namibia and 
is used throughout the territory by its diverse peoples. In many ways it 
is the Linga Franca of Namibia, in spite of the political connotations 
which have come to be associated with the language, 


We in Owambo would like to switch to English, Mr Peter Kalungula, the 
Owambo minister of education said in an interview, The people reject 
Afrikaans, They want English. 


Mr Kalangula, 54, is the only member to the Owambo cabinet who is more at 
home in English than Afrikaans. He was educated at one of the few English- 
medium schools in Owamboland, an Anglican church school on the border with 


Angola. 


The switch, however, cannot be made easily, Most of the teachers are not 
competent to teach through the medium of English. Afrikaans is their 
second language after their own mother tongue. 


Owamboland has 420 schools which are scattered throughout the territory 
under a plan devised to ensure that no pupil is further than 3 miles from 
a school, Most pupils are in primary schools; of the nearly 108 000 
pupils at school, 192 460 are in primary schools.

African Airways, Mr J.M, Steyn, confirmed that in certain cases unorthodox 
approaches were made by jetliners scheduled to land at Strijdom Airport, 
Mr Steyn did not elaborate, In several landings in recent days the 
commanders of the aircraft spoke to the passengers through the public

FOUNDATION STONE OF PRC=-FINANCED DAM LAID

[Excerpts] It has taken over 3 years to assure the mastery of water in 
"Blouf" (Bignona department) where Prime Minister Abdou Diouf laid the 
foundation stone of the Affiniam dam yesterday, The imminence of what will 
be a veritable agrarian revolution with the rehabilitation of 8,000 hectares 
of salt marshes and the supplementary production of 20,000 tons of rice 
explain the warmth of the reception, 


The people of Casamance have confidence in the government program, according 
to Bassirou Cisse who acknowledged the interest the prime minister attaches 
to the integral development of man, After having emphasized that the laying 
of the first stone of the Affiniam dam will remain engraved in the memories 
of the Casamancans, Bassirou Cisse explained at length the damage caused by 
the drought after which he expressed the hope inherent in the government's 
program to fight against this scourge. 


The government's choice gives satisfaction to the rural sector, said Cisse 
who described the various measures taken by the government to benefit 
the farmers. 


When the prime minister laid the foundation stone of the Affiniam dam after 
the first stone was laid at Diama, he opened the era of implementation of 
the dam projects planned by the government which took a formidable gamble 
to demonstrate the superiority of man over implacable nature, the cause of 
our ‘eng cycle of drought which was translated into a rainfall deficit on 
the order of 40 percent, 


Thus, a vast irrigation program was developed, announced the prime minsiter 
who indicated that at the national level Casamance will be the privileged 
zone of action because of its physical and human resources. Moreover, 

8 of the 13 dams which will give Senegal 6 to 7 million tons of grains 

will be constructed in the region, 


The chief of government enumerated the advantages which will result from

PRIME MINISTER GIVES DETAILS OF DAM-CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 9 May 80 p 3 


[Excerpts] In Casamance, the rainy season has decreased from 5 to 3 months, 
This has caused considerable changes in the hydrological patterns of the 
Casamance River and its tributaries, with a no less important increase in 
the salinity of the backwaters which, at times, exceeds that of seawater. 


We have reason to believe that this drought cycle is not a transitory 
phenomenon, May this not be a lasting transformation of the climatic 
conditions of the subregion of such nature as to upset our quality of life? 


Added to this challenge by nature is the fact that Senegal is a country 
which does not produce oil and is subjected to the erratic movements of 
energy prices which, coupled with a continuing and amplified deterioration 
in the rates of exchange, galloping inflation and monetary instability, are 
reducing our capabilities of meeting the needs of harmonious economic 
development, 


To survive and develop in such a harsh environment and in a distressing 
international situation, our country is forced to redouble its efforts, to 
organize itself to assume its destiny, with a view to maximum exploitation 
of the productivity of its potential resources, particularly its rivers, 
waterways and valleys which lend themselves to hydroagricultural projects. 


Early on, your government took this gamble in response to nature's challenge 
and conceived a coherent program for the construction of dams so as to 
create the conditions for a rationalized agriculture which is the only 

thing that can guarantee food production matching the needs of our peoples, 
particularly those in the countryside whose well-being continues to be the 
priority of priorities for us. 


Our immediate objectives are those of food security and sufficient energy 
production, 


To attain these objectives, two complementary courses of action were 
selected: that of subregional, international cooperation with our 








neighbors for the development of our large river basins and that of a 
domestic policy for the systematic development of our own natural resources, 


In this way, within the framework of the Senegal River Development Organiza- 
tion, 500,000 hectares of irrigable land will be available, including 
300,000 hectares in Senegalese territory, thanks to the dams at Manantali 
and Diama, whose foundation stone was laid on 10 December 1979 by the chief 
of state in the presence of the chiefs of state and government of the 
Organization, 


The financing program is estimated at 1 trillion CFA [African Financial 
Community] francs and 1,5 trillion CFA francs if account is taken of the 
industrial investments, Of course, this involves a development program 
which will be pursued until the year 2040, 


The construction of the Sambagalou, Kekreti, Niokolo-Koba and Yelitenda dams 
by the Gambia River Development Organization will permit the utilization of 
150,000-200,000 hectares in the entire basin, 


Concomitantly with this international cooperation policy, we have decided 
to construct several anti-salinity dams in the country which will permit 
the development of 140,000 hectares of salt marshes in 20 years, 


Thus. on the basis of conclusions reached by the Casamance Rural Studies 
Group (GERCA), the Fifth Economic and Social Development Plan provided for: 


--construction of two small dams at Niassia and Guidel (2,800 hectares and 
1,200 hectares gross surface); 


--construction of the big dams at Bignona and Soungrougrou (16,000 hectares) ; 


--studies for the dams at Kamobeul (24,000 hectares) and Baila 
(25,000 hectares), 


In addition to the basins of the Senegal and Gambia Rivers and of the lower 
Casamance, other possibilities for hydro-agricultural projects will be 
explored, 


These involve particularly the dam at Niandouba on the Katanga which will 
permit the SODAGRI [?Agricultural Development Company] eventually irrigate 
25,000 hectares in the entire Anamba basin, 


What is more, the master plan of the SOMIVAC [Casamance Development Company] 
provides for the construction after 1985 of one or two dams in the upper 
basin of the Casamance River, in the Kolda region, which will assure 
complementary irrigation for the growing of rice during the rainy season 

on 10,000 hectares, 














Finally, we should like to mention the gorge [collinaries] dama in the 
Balatacounda valleys and those of the Thies region, 


These are significant accomplishments, They prove that your government 
has implemented sufficiently early and in a rational manner a coherent

PASLIAMENT SESSION, CONSTITUTIONAL PROPOSALS EVALUATED

[text] The session of Parliament which has just ended has not been a good 
one, either for the Government or for the Opposition, 


In the case of the Government, so much that had been expected did not come 
about. 


We had felt that the Prime Minister was going to take us along new and 
adventurous paths, but somehow his great initistive, so boldly stated, 
became a little hesitant as the session progressed, 


That did not mean that Mr Botha was backtracking, but that he was moving 
more slowly than intended, 


We can understand why. 


With a Wh‘: e backlash gounting among the working classes and in the platte- 
land, and ith the conservatives within his party stronger numerically than 
was at fire: thought, Mr Botha deemed it advisable to play down the "adjust- 
or-die" phil. sophy that he had previously stated so strongly. 


In fact, reports emerging from within the National Party suggested that 
the Prime Minister was projecting 4 conservative image among his followers 
making it clear that whatever changes he had had in mind were not those 
which the liberal Press were suggesting he should, or intended to, make, 


Nevertheless, the acceptance of Riekert and the two Wiehahn reports 
signified a big move towards liberalising labour lavs and encouraging the 
advancement of Blacks in the work situation, 
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At the same time the movement away trom discrimination continued+-in 
theatres, in hotels and restaurantes and in sport, 


[ct was ae if, without legislative action, and more by official decree or 
tolerance, the Government accepted, encouraged or allowed the changing 
face of our society, 


It was only at the end of the session, with the constitutional changes 
that will eliminate the Senate and introduce the President's Council and 
Council of Blacks, that the Government gave any meaning to its intentions 
of bringing about far-reaching changes in the political set-up. 


There were also some bad aspects to the session, notably, the growing 
tendency of the Government to clamp down on reporting of defence, police 
and security matters, 


This does not augur well for Press and public at a time when the low- 
intensify level war looks like hotting up, when the public should be fully 
informed of what is going on, gags are being placed on reporting. 


On the economic side, other than the gold bonanza Budget, nothing emerged 
that showed that the Government was sensitive to the hardships that ordi- 
nary people, including many of its own followers, were suffering as a 
result of the sharp rises in the costs of basic foodstuffs and commodities, 


The Government also badly mishandled the teachers' pay issue, which is 
surprising, since teachers have been the backbone of the NP in the past, 


The Government can also be faulted for not anticipating the trouble that 
came about in Coloured schooling--and when it moved to rectify legitimate 
grievances, it was only after unrest had already exploded, 


On the other side of the Assembly, the official Opposition, the Progressive 
Federal Party, proved itself to be out of tune, as usual, with the feelings 
of the majority of voters, 


Thus, while the new leader, Dr Van Zyl Slabbert made a commanding start in 
Parliament in the No-Confidence debate, and showed a cerebral approach to 
many of the issues raised in debates, he fouled everything up at the end 
with his refusal to have the PFP on the President's Council and his expul- 
sion, via the caucus, of Mr Japie Basson, 


These actions will have serious repercussions within the party--and on 
the party's chances in the next election. 


While Dr Slabbert did not want the PFP “hijacked for apartheid," he has 
denied it the opportunity to take part in the constitution-making process. 
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As for Mr Basson, the PFP has lost a very highly experienced, it cittfi- 
cult, member--and one who helped found the party, 


Others will follow him out of the caucus and party--of that we are sure, 


The New Republic Party, on the other hand, demonstrated the old United 
Party awareness of what is important for the country rather than the 
party; it supported the Government where such support was deserving, and 
criticised it where this was necessary, 


Lf anything, the NRP showed a greater sense of responsibility, and of 
history, than the official Opposition, 


The South African Party, always more in tune with the Government on most 
issues, has now been disbanded and its six public representatives in 
Parliament and the Cape Provincial Council are to join the National Party, 


Such a step has, of course, been on the cards for some time, Yet it is 
still necessary to congratulate the SAP leadership, under Mr John Wiley, 

on taking it for the express purpose of "building up the strongest possible 
Centre party able to withstand attack from the Left and the Right." We 
hope Mr Wiley and his stalwarts will be given the opportunity to continue 
serving the public in the best interests of South Africa, 


So what happens now? 


The problems over South West Africa are subdued for the present, but may 
come to a head in the recess, 


We shall know within the next 48 hours whether we are in for another bout 
of Soweto '76-style disturbances, or whether we will be spared them this 
time, 


Terrorism is bound to grow, 

The country is booming economically, but we may be in for some form of 
sanctions over South West Africa, and disturbances may frighten off 
investors, 

The philosophy, change or die, may be muted, but anyone who thinks that 
the golden glow that has descended over South Africa is all that is 
necessary for survival is foolish in the extreme, 


Our most testing days still lie ahead,

EEC ALD FOR TEA--Orders worth 1,7m/- financed under the EEC short-term aid 
programme for Uganda concerning the supply of urgently required packing 
materials and pruning implements for the Uganda tea industry were signed 
yesterday by the minister of agriculture and forestry, Mr Mathias Ngobi, 
and the delegate of the Commission of the European Communities, Mr. T. 
Rohrsted, in Kampala, This assistance provides in particular for the supply 
of 100,000 polypropylene bags and 20,000 tea chests as well as for 3,000 
pruning knives, The ordered goods are expected to be delivered over a 
period of six weeks with the first consignments to arrive by road and air 
in a forthnight's time, The supplies will be allocated under the coordina- 
tion of the Uganda Tea Authority to tea producers to enable them to pack 
and export tea currently lying in large stocks at the various factories, 
The number of packing materials will allow to cater also for packing the 
output of made tea over the next six months. The knives will immediately 
be used for pruning campaigns on the tea estates which so far could not

FRG ANTIPOACHING AID--The Frankfurt Zoological Society, Federal Republic of 
Germany has donated 150,000 Dm (about 600,000/-) to the Uganda National 
Parks, Mr Peter Kyeyune. Kyeyune said the donation which included four land 
rovers, two of which had already arrived, would assist the game rangers in 
anti-poaching operations, The equipment that include base and squad call 
radios, protection materials, warden uniforms, tents, whistles, sweaters, 
motor spares, tyres and tubes, ranger badges and many others, were purchased 
and were due to arrive from Nairobi, The major problem at Kidepo National 
Park was the absence of foodstuff. And currently the staff feed on some 
"bolusus palm fruits" which they collect from bushes scattered in the park.

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IMPORTED CORN--About 5,000 tonnes of white maize purchased by the government 
to relieve food shortages in the country have arrived, The consignment is 
ready for distribution, The minister of cooperatives and marketing, Mr Yona 
Kanyomozi, revealed this at a televised press conference in Kampala yester- 
day. The government has purchased 14,000 tonnes of white maize and 12,000 
tons of yellow maize from Site Supplies, a German firm, Kanyomozi said the 
government had to purchase maize from abroad to supplement the food aid 
supplies that had been donated by friendly countries and other international 
agencies, tHe said that immediately after the liberation war, the government 
discovered that the country had 0,3 tonne deficit in food grain. This had 
been caused by the war which had forced the people to shift from their homes, 
Even after the people resettled, there were not enough farm inputs to enable 
them to cultivate the foodcrops, The rains also failed, The maize is being 
milled at the Produce Marketing Board Maize Mills, Kawempe, It has been 
allocated to famine stricken areas, all government institutions and security 
forces and urban workers through their cooperative consumer societies, To 
curb malpractices, the Ministry has decided that: All consumers except the 
security forces will be served from four Produce Marketing Board Mills and 
depots at Kampala, Jinja, Tororo and Mbale, And already the Uganda Times 
Cooperative Consumer Society has been allocated 3.3 tons of maize flour.

A ZAMBIAN Government official 
and a United Nations consultant yes- 
terday urged the Government to turn 
Zambia Broadcasting Services (ZBS) 
into a corporation if the department is 
to improve. 

Ministry of Information and Broadcasting 
assistant secretary, Mr Otto Vibetti and Mr 
David Gherty-Tagoe, a UNESCO consultant, 
said in Lusaka at the opening of a six-week 
course for broadcasters and other civil ser 
vants drawn from the Ministry of Labour and 
Social Services, Health and Zambia Informa. 
tion Services, that the Government should 
change its stance because experience had 
shown that corporation standards were high. 

Mr Vibetti said no matter the calibre of 
training that the broadcasters will acquire, the 
standards will not improve because of the 
conditions of service in this government 
department. 

He said in several other countries where 
broadcasting was in private hands standards 
and morale among staff were high. 

“It is necessary that ZBS tums into a 
corporation. Experience has shown that pri- 
vately owned broadcasting systems do better.” 
said Mr Vibetti. 


And Mr Gherty-Jagoe who has been in. 


broadcasting for 19 years and is based in 
Nairobi said there were several advantages for 
staff in a corporation. 
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He said conditions of service in corpora 
tions were attractive and administrative mat 
ters were dealt with promptly. 

Mr Gherty-Tagoe also said salaries were 
better and services exciting in a corporation 
which attracted talent. 


Commenting on these remarks, Minister of 
State for Information and Broadcasting, Mr 
John Banda, who stood in for the minister, Mr 
Mark Tambatamba, said the Government was 
considering these proposals but had not 
reached a firm decision yet. 

He said it was not the Government's inten 
tion to shut up anybody from talking about 
the issue and would welcome suggestions on 
how to implement it. 

In his address to the participants, Mr Banda 
thanked the Nordic countries and UNESCO 
for the concerted efforts in training Zambian 
journalists. The minister was grateful that 
Nordic countries through UNESCO had 
budgeted for the training of broadcasters and 
information officers. 

The minister said Government attached 
great importance to the training of mass media 
personnel because of their role in development 
of the country. 


Earlier, Mr Gherty-Tagoe, who is deputy 
director of Ghana Broadcasting Services, said 
the purpose of the course, which is mainly on 
news presentation and pronunciation was not 
to make EngTish men out of Zambian broad 
casters but to teach them easy communication.

[Text] Zambia enjoyed a trade surplus of nearly K8 million with Sweden 
during the first six months of last year, according to statistics released 
by the Royal Swedish embassy in Lusaka yesterday. 


Total value of exports to Sweden stood at almost K16 million by the end 
of June in 1979 while the import figure was about K8 million. 


In weight, Zambia exported 10,899 tonnes compared to Sweden's export of 
only 3,184 tonnes. 


Heading the list of Zambia's exports were metals and nonferrous metal, 
mostly copper whose total value was K16 million. 


Other exports from Zambia included fish and fish preparations, food and 
live animals whose earnings stood at only K3,636. 


Chemical exports of organic and inorganic valued K9,818 during the same 
period under review. 


The major component imported by Zambia was machinery and transport equip- 
ment which represented the biggest import value of K5.4 million. 


Other imports include manufactured goods, leather, rubber, whose value 
was K2 million. Chemicals, plastic materials, medical and pharmaceutical 
preparations was K86 million. 


Zambia imported paper and paper board in the same period whose value was 
nearly Kl million. About K18,000 worth of footwear was imported. 


Zambia exported about K540,000 worth of steel and iron to Sweden. 
On the whole the country was at an advantage since she exported and 


imported less resulting into a trade surplus of almost K8 million, accord- 
ing to figures.

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FREE ENTERPRISE, CAPITALISTIC SYSTEM DEFENDED 
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luditorial] 
(Text ] ONE of the best appointments the 


Prime Minister made to his Cabinet 
was undoubtedly Dr Bernard Chidzero, 
Minister of Economic Planning and 


Development. 

While no one could be more Zimbabwean 
in outlook or support more the cause of na- 
tionalism, Dr Chidzero was brought home 
trom the United Nations to do a specific job 
— plan and guide Zimbabwe's economic 
future. He was not an inexperienced party 
political appointee. 

The creation of such a ministry was so 
sensible and we are lucky to have running 
it an expert whose whole professional life so 
tar has been devoted to relating political 
change to economic reality. 

Dr Chidzero made much sense this week 
in an interview and in Parliament when he 
stated that the tree enterprise system would 
be maintained here along with State partici- 
pation in overall development. In other words, 
a parallel approach to the same goal. 

As the Prime Minister himself has said 
repeatedly, to destroy an economic structure 
that has created so much good for Zimbabwe 
just for the sake of ideology would be irre- 
sponsible. 

It ts mow clear that government policy is 
to encourage the tree enterprise or capitalist 
system. but with the proviso that resulting 
benetits must be for all and not just the 
privileged minority. 
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At the same time, where it is necessary, the 
State will move in and generate growth and 
incentive; initially, this will be in the rural 
areas. 

Zimbabweans of all races are by nature 
capitalists. Some radical politicians may give 
the word a dirty name, but the fact remains 
that man works better, contributes more to 
the community if he knows he is to gain 
direct personal benefit. 

If the system allows him to use his brains 
and energy in business to enrich himself, fine, 
because up to half his earnings in Zimbabwe 
could go to the State in taxes. But tell him he 
can only earn as much as his neighbour who 
hasn't the talent or desire to work, and he 
will leave — if he can — or not work with the 
same enthusiasm. 

This is not theory but a proven fact. 

Before and since the present government 
assumed power there was much talk of na- 
tionalisation and criticism of the so-called 
‘‘multi-nationals’’ who have in fact poured so 
much money end skill into Zimbabwe. They 
may take their profits, but they do create 
employment, pay massive taxes and contri- 
bute much else. 

To interfere with them or for the State to 
take them over would be folly of the highest 
order. 

Let the ideologists take a closer look at the 
realities of life.

THE Government may 
abolish an incentive 
scheme  offeri higher 
pensions to civil servants 
staying in the country, 
the Minister of Finance, 
Senator Enos Nkala, has

He said the scheme was 
having a negative effect 
as many whites were 
leaving the country and 
“draining” its financial 
resources. 


The incentive scheme in- 
corporated in the Zim- 


last year 
Zimbabwe-Rhodesia Con- 
stitution. 


Tt was designed to en- 
courage officers in the 
public service to stay, 
offering them higher pen- 
sions than if they took 
eariv retirement. 

The scheme extends 
over six vears from Apr’! 
30 last year. 

For members of the 
uniformed forces, it means 
they can commute one 
third of their pensions 
ind remit all of it 
ibroad. Civil servants, 
also allowed to commute 
the same amount, can 
remit only one-fifth.

civil servants to take 
out two-fifths of their 
commutations by the end 
of next April, increasing 
by one-fifth each year, 


Mr Nkala says of the 
scheme: “It imposes an 
unbearable burden on the

“They are leaving the 
country before they are 
due for pension and 
actual period of retire- 
ment, taking advantage 
of this scheme.

“In most countries the rest of the 
diplomatic staff are given allowances 
and have to take their chance of accom- 
modation along with the rest of the 
population, so I can't see why some 
embassies are buying a and 
houses for their staffs in isbury,” an 
experienced house agent said 

About three months ago Salisbury 
house-owners were optimistic about 
making profitable sales in what some 
estate agents then described as 4 
eellors’ market. Some even withdrew 
houses for sale to wait for even higher 
prices, 

But today the market ts described 
as “dull” or even “nearly dead”. It is 
a buyers’ market in Sa and many 
other areas. 
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‘We couldn't keep up with the de- 
mand for suliab.* houses in April, But 
now there are mor sellers than buyers,” 
an agent sald las week, 

Reasons given vary from “political 
uncertainty”; «an increase ip people 
leaving the country, the minimum wage 
increase which will make domestic 
staff more expensive; and the swing 
to rented flats instead of houses.

WHEN the Police Support Onit has 
overcome the problem of dissidents 
and insurgents, one of ite next major 
programmes will be the anti-poaching 
exercise, the officer commanding the 
unit. Assistant Commissioner Don 
Rowland, said this week. 

In an interview Mr Rowland 
described the situation in Wankic 
National Park as “an ugly one”. 

Despite the threat t law and 
order in other areas of the country, 
a troop of Support Unit men had 
been deployed to the area to help in 
the crackdown on poachers. 


The continuous deployment of 
Support Unit men follows closely on 
rising iIncidente of armed ng. 
and clashes between members of the 
Department of National Parks and 
Wild Life Management and the 
poachers. 

In two recent incidents a National 
Parks game ranger and scout and five 
poachers were killed and two park 
scouts wounded in the Zibanini area 
of the park, close to the Botewana 
border. 

Mr Rowland said senior officials of 
the Department had personally sought 
his assistance in countering the rise 
in armed poaching. 


The Support Unit troop, of about 
80 men, was patrolling certain areas 
of the southern t of Wankie 
which were known targets. 

Accomprnied by a game ranger 
and game scouts, the troop patrols in 
combat formation. 
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ce on new role,..war against armed poachers and 


The troop has had to overcome 
several problems, said Mr Rowland. 

Access to the area, one of the 
most remote in Zimbabwe, was diffi- 
cult.
